Then why should they re­ 
frain from marriage just because 
the government intends to draft 
an army. 
Preachers and divinity 
students are to be exempted from 
the draft. Are we to assume that 
every divinity student is a slack­ 
er? After 
all, the government 
w ill draft only as many men as 
are needed, and 
if 
there aren't 
enough single men they will lake 
young married men, so it doesn't 
m ake any difference how many 
young m en get married as far as 
the army is concerned. Any man 
who w ill take the responsibility 
o f rearing a family is brave. 
He 
should be encouraged. We would 
like to see more young men g et­ 
ting married.

Conscription 
and cpmpulsory 
military training w ill probably be 
adopted by Congress. Possibly in 
no other way can this country re­ 
cruit the two million men requir­ 
ed to operate the thousands of 
war machines needed for national 
defense. 
It 
will 
be a financial 
sacrifice on the part of most of 
the young men who are called, 
but in return they w ill receive in ­ 
valuable vocational and physical 
training 
that 
is 
denied 
other 
young 
men. 
Judging 
from the 
campaign promises of nearly all 
congressional candidates up for 
«lection this month 
and in N o­ 
vember. the 
new 
army will be 
used only 
for 
national defense 
and w ill not be sent across the 
seas to fight in 
a 
foreign war. 
The American people have spok­ 
en so emphatically against parti­ 
cipation in Europe's wars during 
the past few months, that no Con­ 
gress w ill lake a chance on per­ 
mitting this country to become in ­ 
volved. So. after all. conscription 
does not mean war at this lime. 
It simply means that the young 
men of the country will be pre­ 
pared to take care of themselves 
if 
war 
should 
come. 
If that 
should happen, 
the 
trained sol­ 
dier would be more fortunate than 
the untrained man who is sent to 
war. 
We had plenty of proof of 
that statement in the last war.

The tank was moved in an up- 
hight position without being dis­ 
mantled, a truly titanic task. It 
is said this is the biggest moving 
job ever accomplished in River­ 
side county.

HAS NARROW 


ESCAPE 


R. H. M ann, w ell known local 
trucker, had a narrow 
escape 
from death Thursday m orning of 
last week w hen a landslide on 
the road to Big B ear Lake nearly 
plunged him into the deep gorge 
of Bear C reek below the dam. 
Mr. Mann was enroute to the 
lake to pick up a load to be 
brought 
to 
Palm 
Springs 
for 
George Oliver. A few miles this 
side of Big Bear, a small land­ 
slide occurred ju st at the mo­ 
m ent when 
M ann's truck was 
passing along the road. 
A large boulder rolled down 
the steep em bankm ent above the 
road, 
crashing 
into 
the 
front 
w heel of th e truck and causing 
the vehicle to veer tow ard the 
edge of the road. 
A nother large 
rock hit the roof of the cab on 
the opposite side from the driver 
but did not hit Mann. 
W ith all his strength and in 
desperate haste M ann managed 
to straighten the w heels and to 
sw erve his truck into the road, 
missing only by inches going off 
the road and plunging hundreds 
of feet dow n into th e rocky bot­ 
tom of B ear Creek. 
If one of 
the wheels of the truck had gone 
over the edge, the vehicle would 
surely 
have 
plunged 
into 
the 
gorge; 
and 
this 
undoubtedly 
would have m eant death to the 
only occupant of the car. 
Mr. Mann was com pletely un­ 
nerved by his experience. Shak­ 
ing like a leaf, he m anaged to 
drive on to Big B ear and to re­ 
turn with Mr. O liver’s load. H ow­ 
ever, as he told this reporter, his 
nerves w ere so shot that he could 
not sleep for three nights after 
his narrow escape from death. 
M ann w as driving 25 miles per 
hour at the time and thus had 
to act fast. 
He w as alm ost over 
the edge before he could move 
to right the course of his vehicle. 
Also, he w ould have been killed 
or badly injured if the rock that 
hit the cab had been just a little 
lower. 
If it had been lower, it 
would have crashed through the 
window of the truck and into 
Mann.

JEWEL THIEVES 


BELIEVED CAUGHT 


The Palm Springs $33,000 jewel 
robbery from Mrs. H arry Goetz 
several 
m onths 
ago 
yesterday 
w as attributed álong with several 
other robberies to two men taken 
into custody in 
Elizabethtown, 
N.Y., according to an Associated 
Press dispatch from that city. 


According to John J. King, po­ 
lice inspector of the eastern city, 
the men have been linked to a 
growing list of coast-to-coast so­ 
ciety jew el thefts exceeding $225,­ 
000. including the Palm Springs 
case. 
King said that Robert J. Beck­ 
with, 36, of Boston, adm itted d u r­ 
ing questioning participation 
in 
thefts of $900 in jewels from 
M erle Oberon, 
Hollywood 
film 
actress, and of $25,000 in rings 
and 
other 
valuables in Boston 
from Leslie Howard, actor, five 
years ago. 


Other jew el thefts attributed 
by the inspector to Beckwith and 
Charles M. Denneau, 33, New 
York, also 
held 
in 
connection 
w ith the robberies, occurred in 
New York and California. 


Beckwith, who told police he 
was a m ovie extra, is aw aiting 
grand ju ry action on a first de­ 
gree grand larceny charge. 
D en­ 
neau, one-tim e magazine sales­ 
m an serving a 30-day term for 
vagrancy, has a sim ilar charge 
filed against him. 
Both are in 
the Essex county jail. 


None o f the jew els has been 
recovered.

And, again, it is advertising which is giving us 
in America the highest standard of li\iug in the 
world. 
This has been accomplished by the mass selling 
effect of advertising, which permits increased pro­ 
duction and correspondingly lower prices. For in­ 
stance, the public today, because of advertising, 
lias better radios for $05.00 than formerly for 
$200.00; better refrigerators for $125.00 than they 
could formerly get for $300.00; better washing m a­ 
chines for $50.00 than those which used to cost 
$125.00; better automobiles for $750.00 than we 
paid $2000.00 for fifteen years ago. 
The advan­ 
tages which advertising has brought to the people 
by raising the standard of living are endless. 
Yet it is amazing how few people understand 
the economics of advertising—the simple elemen­ 
tal principle—that good advertising absorbs itself 
in the increased wealth that it creates. 
For in­ 
stance. the turnover of business in this country will 
this year approximate OS billion. The advertising 
bill will be about one billion—less than ÍT/Ó per cent. 
Should advertising have been eliminated, it cannot 
possibly be conceived that our turnover of business 
would have been more than 60 billion dollars and 
undoubtedly much less. 
Yet this great force of 
advertising is little understood and we intend to 
m ake it well understood in the course of the next 
three years. 
The attacks on advertising which make this 
campaign advisable have been caused by the mi­ 
nority five per cent who employ advertising to un­ 
truthful or unscrupulous ends. This is nothing new. 
Since the other professions of medicine, law and 
business often find themselves condemned because 
of the transgressions of a few. 
In nearly every 
k>dge there is a member or two that most everyone 
wishes w eren’t there. 
And everyone knows how 
one bad neighbor can spoil the whole neighbor­ 
hood. 
It is these quacks who have caused our 
trouble. 
Advertising clubs are planning to take the of­ 
fensive through education, through aid to the 
United States Government, B etter Business Bu­ 
reaus, and through a more concentrated organiza­ 
tion of the entire advertising industry on the P a­ 
cific Coast. 


IN EARNEST ABOUT WAR 
, 


Britain dispelled the remaining doubts of cynics 
on this side of the Atlantic about its earnestness 
in prosecuting the w ar when it recently increased 
its tax burden to 70 per cent of the normal English 
income, the largest in its entire history. 
Even 
under this staggering load, there will be a deficit 
and more than $8,000,000,000 m ust be borrowed 
in the near future to carry on the war. 
The basic income tax now is 42LÓ per cent, and 
is collected every pay day. 
Large incomes were 
particularly hard hit. and the Government will now 
collect nine-tenths of any income of $80,000. 
It 
is pointed out that this makes it impossible for in­ 
dustrialists to make fortunes out of the national 
m isfortune. 
Though the burden is almost unbelievable, the 
British people took it with a smile and even asked 
fo r more. 
Many newspapers commented that it 
was not as bad as was expected, and even censured 
the Government for not increasing taxes more. Ap­ 
parently the English want to pay as they go, in so 
fa r as is possible.

C arbon Dioxide Gas Believed in 
Desert Area 


G eologists recently exam ining 
the stru ctu ral features of the area 
east of Banning note that there 
are certain indications th at c a r­ 
bon dioxide gas or C02 from 
w hich dry ice is m anufactured, 
m ay exist in these areas of R iver­ 
side county. This gas is the result 
of prehistoric volcanic accum ula­ 
tions. and w as first discovered by 
the em m inent Dutch scientist Van 
H elm ont w ho called it gas sylvcs- 
tre. 
Later experim ents w ith this 
gas in Ei'trope 
by 
the 
B ritish 
scientist Black, caused the gas to 
be re-nam ed fixed air. as it w as 
discovered to be a constituent of 
carbonated alkalies. 
It has since 
been utilized to m anufacture dry 
ice. and extensive plants w hich 
m anufacture 
this 
product 
are 
m aintained by the Im perial Dry 
Ice C orporation in the Im perial 
V alley 
The state of New Mexico 
is one oL th e largest exporters of 
this natural refrigerent. 
If it is 
discovered in desert areas in this 
vicinity;, it w ill m ean a “boom" 
for those areas of R iverside coun­ 
ty. 
False Ideas About Oil 
A ccum ulation 


T he general public in areas 
w here oil is unknow n thinks of 
oil as being discovered in u n d er­ 
ground rivers and stream s, but 
the tru e condition of oil recovery', 
is quite different. W henever a n y ­ 
one talks of oil occuring this w ay, 
he is either ignorant of the tru e 
conditions of discovery or is use- 
ing selling talk to interest th e 
unw ary in a stock scheme. 
T he 
actual facts of oil recovery and 
accum ulation are as follows: 
The reservoirs in w hich oil and 
gas occur are in order of th eir 
im portance, porous sands, san d ­ 
stones. l i m e s t o n e s , fractured 
shales, and in rare cases, igneous 
porous 
rocks. 
Such 
sedim ents 
may' be seen at outcrops or in 
the 
sam ples 
taken 
from 
test 
holes during test w ell drilling op ­ 
erations. 
T he oil occurs in the 
sm all pores o r interstices of the 
sand body. 
Sandstones are sands 
w ith grains bound together by 
cem enting m aterials such as lim e 
salts 
(principally 
calcium 
c a r­ 
bonate) iron salts (hem atite and 
limonite) and silica. 
If the ce­ 
m enting m aterial com pletely fills 
the pores, th ere w ill be no space 
for oil or gas, but even seem ingly 
dense 
sandstone, 
is 
offtim es 
very porous. 


Conditions Necessary for 
Accumulation of Oil 


Five essential conditions w hich 
are necessary before any oil com ­ 
pany will invest money for test 
w ells in an unproven area, have 
been found to exist in the area 
betw een 
Banning 
and 
Palm 
Springs. These are as follows: 
1—An area which is underlaid 
by beds rich in organic m aterial. 
2—Reservoirs of 
sedim entary 
strata such as porous sands, san d ­ 
stones, or lim estones of sufficient 
thickness to be capable of hold­ 
ing oil and gas in comm ercial 
quantities. 
3—R elatively im pervious cov­ 
erings. such 
as compact lim e­ 
stones, shales or clay beds that 
act as seals above and below 
the porous oil reservoirs to keep 
the oil and gas from escaping; or 
asphaltic beds which seal o u t­ 
cropping horizons. 
4— Traps for accum ulation, viz. 
structural conditions such as a n ­ 
ticlines. domes, terraces, faults, 
unconform aties. 
and 
lenticular 
sand bodies, which hold the gas 
and oil in place. 
5— H ydraulic conditions; w ater
